%/m/ held in the First and Second Years of the Reign of Her l & 2 Viet. 

" ' present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for the more effectual c ‘ 56 ‘ 

Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland,” it is amongst other tilings 
5 enacted, that opened Mines shall be rateable Hereditaments for the 
Relief of the Poor : And whereas bj r an Act passed in the Parliament of 43 Eliz. c. 2 . 
Great Britain in the Forty-third Year of the Reign of Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth, intituled “ An Act for the Relief of the Poor,” Coal 
Mines only are made liable to be rated for the Relief of the Poor in 
10 England : And whereas it is expedient that the Law in Ireland should 
be assimilated to the Law as it at present stands in England, and that 
further Encouragement should be given for the working of Mines in 
Ireland: Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent
